Briscoe Rapped 
For Fund Stand 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe has been 
accused of taking “a meat 
cleaver to the state budget” 
and suggesting “ govern­ 
ment by straitjacket” in 
recommending $825 million 
be transferred to the State 
Highway Fund. 
State Comptroller Bob 
Bullock 
said 
Thursday 
Briscoe’s plan to move 
money from the general fund 
to the highway fund would 
ruin the sta te ’s budget 
surplus. He said he agreed 
the fund needed more money 
but disagreed with Briscoe’s 
method. 
“To go about it through 
statutory dedication of funds 
would be government by 
straitjacket,” Bullock said. 
“They ought to go through 
the regular appropriations 
process.” 
C o m m o n 
C a u s e 
spokeswoman Katy Davis 
also 
said 
the 
highway 
department should have to 
struggle with the legislature 
for its appropriations as do 


the other state agencies. 
“If funding highways is 
that 
im portant 
in 
the 
g o v ern o r’s 
leg islativ e 
program, then he should 
abandon this phony ‘no new 
taxes’ stance, rather than 
taking the meat cleaver to 
the rest of the state budget,” 
she said. 
Briscoe Wednesday said 
he would recommend the 
legislature shift the needed 
money from the General 
Revenue Fund but said the 
deficit in the general fund 
could be made up without 
raising taxes. He said the 
additional 
money 
was 
needed so the state could 
continue qualify for mat­ 
ching federal funds. 
Bullock said if legislators 
approved the governor’s 
plan, the surplus available to 
the legislature would shrink 
from $2.6 billion to $209 
million. 
“And that doesn’t even 
include the rosy dream of a 
$1 billion fund to hold in trust 
against the day when the oil 


and gas wells run dry.” 
Bullock said. “ Nor does it 
include 
a 
single 
new 
program for state govern 
ment, 
other 
than 
one 
medical school.” 
Bullock also questioned 
another 
Briscoe recom ­ 
mendation — the dedicating 
of the state’s federal revenue 
sharing money to highways 
— since he said Briscoe had 
consistently opposed federal 
revenue sharing at the state 
level. 
“Maybe now that 
he’s 
banking the money, he’ll join 
the fight to get Congress to 
renew 
the 
program ,” 
Bullock said

Comptroller Bob Bullock, a 
lot of mixed drinks are being

Crime Alert 
Drugs Become 
Accepted Action 


B Y PAM TRO BOY 
Drugs have become a part of our society. 
From housewives taking diet pills to children sniffing 
glue, the accepted practice is to be “ on” something. 
There are as many excuses for using drugs as there 
are individuals, but they all involve trying to change 
what you naturally are. Drug users are attempting to 
influence the mind and body, alter emotions and senses 
and escape from reality. 
Some drug abusers are termed situation users such 
as truck drivers who want to be alert on a long run. 
athletes who want to “ get up” for a game, or simply 
someone who wants to sleep 
“ Spree users” are people who want to have some fun 
or adventure. Experimenters with hallucinogens like 
LSD or marijuana for a night or a weekend are 
examples of spree users. 
Hard-core users are people who have become 
dependent on drugs. All their life’s activities revolve 
around drug experience and drug supplies. 
Medical researchers believe that the prime danger of 
experimentation is that the situation or spree user can 
lose control and drugs become the means of solving or 
avoiding problems of life. 
Drug abuse is an ever increasing problem in Plano 
just as it is anywhere else in the nation. Friends and 
relatives try to kid themselves that it doesn’t happen 
here, but they are often forced to look at reality. 
Thus far in 1976, 46 persons have been arrested for 
possession or sale of dangerous drugs. Thirty-nine 
percent of these were 17 or younger. 
Marijuana is probably used more frequently than 
any other narcotic in Plano, with 76 percent of those 
arrested holding grass; but four persons were arrested 
for the sale of heroin, two for the sale of synthetic 
narcotics, one for the possession of synthetic narcotics 
and one for the possession of barbituates. 
Obviously, the use of these drugs is illegal, but drug 
abuse can also create other, different problems—many 
more than it solves. A police department spokesman 
reminds that: 
M E D IC A LLY it is unwise. Overdoses of some drugs 
can and do kill. Drug users also have lessened 
resistance to disease and injecting drugs under un­ 
sterile conditions often causes abscesses and infections 
or hepatitis. 
ECO N O M IC ALLY it is very expensive. Heroin users 
may spend $15-$80 a day Crime soon becomes the only 
way to support such a habit. 
CO N TIN U ED U SE 
can 
lead 
to 
physical 
and 
psychological dependency. Food, sleep and shelter 
become secondary to getting a “ fix.” 
LONG-TERM R ISK S cannot be calculated 
Drug 
abuse leads to multiple legal and health problems. 
A T T EM PT IN G to do things beyond your ability 
while under the influence may endanger your safety. 
D RU G S U P P L IE S are not dependable. 
Illegal 
sources and supplies are always suspect. You never 
know the quality, quantity or even the substance of 
what you are using. 
PE R S O N A L CONTACTS are soon limited to other 
users, pushers and police as you withdraw from 
society. 
P R IM A R IL Y , drug abuse is illogical—it appeals to 
the emotions. The body must learn to tolerate the 
misuse of drugs as first time users often become 
nauseated and sick.

Polly’s Pointers 


Try salty water 
on fishy smell 


Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — I washed a shirt with fish grease on 
it with a load of colored double knits. The knits absorbed 
the fishy odor from the shirt How can I get rid of this 
odor? I have washed them three times in detergent, 
lemon juice, baking soda and vinegar and hung them out 
to air but the odor remains. — CORA. 
DEAR CORA — If fish is soaked in boiling salt water 
for a few minutes the odor is diminished, so why not try 
soaking the clothes in salt water. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — The label tags that are sewn to the back 
neck facing on dresses are my Pet Peeve. They scratch and 
irritate my neck but I do not want to tear them off, since I will 
need the information given It seems they could be put under 
the facing or in a pocket or side seam. I have ripped them out 
and put in a pocket to the back of the facing, but that is a lot of 
trouble when it could have been done in the first place. — 
RITH 
DEAR POLLY — I keep a plastic ice scraper in my kitchen. 
When mopping the floor and water accumulates in corners, I 
work it back and forth and the corners get nice and clean — 
MRS R D 
DEAR POLLY — I suggest that Mrs J.Z. rinse her face 
towels with the popcorn odor in water with baking soda added. 
Baking soda is a good, effective and reasonable underarm 
deodorant if applied dry to moistened underarms after a bath. 
To remove splinters from fingers, soak in very warm water 
for about 45 minutes Repeat the next day and this brings the 
splinter to the surface so it is easily removed. I had a rose 
thorn imbedded in my thumb and I soaked it 45 minutes at 
night, put “drawing salve” on it and covered with an adhesive 
bandage. The next evening I removed the bandage and the 
thorn was lying on my fingernail — honest. - MAE. 
DEAR POLLY — At one time a large box of face powder 
had a mesh top to keep too much powder from getting on the 
puff. Now it is very hard to find such a mesh top. I use double 
nylon net cut to fit my box top form and am happy again since 
this works. — MARY D 
DEAR POLLY — My hints concern the canning season. Be­ 
ing a working woman I must use my extra time carefully. I 
have found that a fish net basket makes an ideal washing 
basket for fruits and vegetables that are to be canned I place 
this basket on the clothesline, put vegetables in it and then use 
the watering hose to thoroughly wash them. Let dry before 
taking into the house. 
When ready to slice beets for canning, I use my egg slicer. 
This makes uniform slices, cuts down on the slicing time and 
they really look good in the jars. — Mrs. L.D.W.
